Princess Chris­ 
tian also took a prominent part in the 
ceremony, helping the queen to take 
the sword, keys and casket containing 
the address, for. despite her ability to 
go through these functions, it was evi­ 
dent that this tiny old lady of 80 was 
really very frail and weak.
